INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEA.H  I960 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Port  Health  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

Herewith  my  report  for  the  year  i960  in  which  there  is  little 
of  significance  to  which  to  draw  your  attention. 

The  activities  in  the  port  vary  very  little  and  the  character 
of  trading,  with  the  exception  of  scrap  metal  exported  to  Yorkshire 
principally  and  in  which  two  major  firms  are  concerned,  has  remained 
fairly  constant  for  a  number  of  years. 

The  volume  of  shipping  is  principally  made  up  of  incoming  coal 
for  use  at  the  Electricity  Generating  Station,  crude  sulphur  for  the 
Associated  Ethyl  Works,  oil  and  timber  for  local  distribution  through 
depots  in  the  dock  area. 

The  docks  continue  to  provide  the  sewage  outfalls  for  Hayle  and 
which  have  given  concern  to  the  Committee  for  some  time.  During  the 
year  the  District  Council  were  asked  to  consider  and  agreed  to  ask 
their  Consulting  Engineers  to  report  on  necessary  modem  arrangements 
to  cover  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  matters  in  Hayle  generally. 

A  new  scheme  of  sewerage  for  the  villages  of  St.  Erth  and  Canonstown 
was  started  with  a  treated  effluent  outfall  into  St. Erth  river  which 
discharges  into  the  Hayle  estuary. 

Messrs.  Harvey  &  Co.  carried  out  some  extensive  office  modifications, 
Messrs.  Mayer,  Newman  &  Co.  moved  their  office  premises  to  a  new  building 
on  Carnsew  Dock,  and  Messrs.  Slade  moved  into  Harvey  &  Co's  old  office 
block.  In  the  two  former  instances  no  main  sewerage  facilities  were 
available  and  local  septic  tank  systems  were  provided. 

Oil  pollution  was  a  matter  which  affected  the  district  as  a  whole 
and  to  ensure  that  there  was  no  contribution  from  tankers  unloading  at 
East  Quay,  assurances  were  given  that  every  precaution  was  taken  and 
would  continue  to  be  taken  to  avoid  such  possibilities. 

The  total  discontinuance  of  cesspool  emptier  discharges  into  the 
dock  was  arranged  by  agreement  with  a  neighbouring  Authority  . 

No  notifiable  diseases  have  occurred  in  shipping  entering  the  port 
during  the  year. 

The  general  standard  cf  cleanliness  in  the  ships  visited  was  very 

high. 


18  bodies  were  placed  in  the  Mortuary  during  the  year.
